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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The Applicants, in support of their position, have provided additional evidentiary materials that would require a 
close examination by the Examiner and an additional search in order to draft a complete response. Additionally, Applicants make new 
arguments to which the Examiner must respond for the first time and it is not appropriate to do the same at this juncture in the prosecution. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 30-40 and 42-45 stand rejected pursuant 
to 35 use 1 03(a) over Berger in view of Schaffer. Applicants arguments have been considered, most notably that: (1 ) the etiology of the 
weight loss is a significant factor in determining whether oxandrolone will be an effective treatment in the instant case and (2) actual weight 
gain caused by oxandrolone is not predictable merely on the basis that oxandrolone fosters an increase in appetite. However, the same 
are not persuasive with regard to the current rejection for the reasons made previously of record. Most notably, where there has been 
weight loss and thereafter, a patient is given an anabolic steroid, such as oxandrolone, the patient will have an increase in appetite . 



Claims 30 and 41 stand rejected pursuant to 35 USC 103(a) over Berger in view of Schaffer and in further view of Labrie et al. Applicants 
arguments have been considered, most notably that there is no teaching of the method set forth in the instant claim set in the combination 
of Berger and Schafer and the same issue is not cured by the introduction of Labrie et al. No reason is given for this assertion, but 
Applicant states that the Examiner did not in her last Office Action assert that labrie et al did. To the contrary however, the Examiner did, 
on page 4, in paragraph 4, assert that l^bie et al teaches the sustained release of oxandrolone and thereafter make a statement in support 
of motivating the reference. The Examiner also incorporated by reference the teachings of Berger and Schaffer. 
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
